HERE aro three hotels in 

Addis Ababa. Each has its 

own capecial character. Each fa 
full to overflowing. 

The present inhabitants of these 
hotels combine to form an army 
far stranger, far more hetero- 
geneous than any. which fought or 
will ever fight on a battlofield. Jt 
is tho civilian army which, from 
diverse motives, flocks. from all 
over the world to the scene of a 
war. ; ' 

Its nucleus, naturally enough, {7 
the Press: 2 hundred correspon- 
dents and cameramen from Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Sweden, 
Latvin, Switzerland, Greece, Spain, 
A\Turkey, Egypt, Japan, and, above 
all, America; newspapermen writ- 
ing an endless varicty of news on 
an endless varicty of stationery in 
an endless varicty of Innguages 
with an endless varicty of type- 
g | writers. 


A Motley Throng 

Nowspapermen throng tho 
A \strects on mule and horeeback, on 
motor-bicycles and in American 
taxicnbs, even, occasionally, on foot. 
Their clothes are as varied as their 
habits. There are newspapermen 
in neat lounge suits and newspiper- 
men in Wild West, riding costume, 
ne\wspapermen garrulous and silent, 
serious and flippant, modest and 
flamboyant, drunk and sober, 
amateur and professional. There 
Js n.German colonel from Latvia 
and an Egyptian Arab from Brazil, 
na Swedish baron: and a Bulgarian 

engineer.....- : 
The newspapermen live, for the 
most part, in the Imperial Hotel, 
overflowing info Its outhouses and 
its annexes, Even its sitting- 
rooms have Been converted into 
dormitorics where cameramen de- 
velop their films at the“ washstand, 
the floor is piled with n litter of 
comeras and tripods snd films in 
round tin boxes, and the. occupants 
fncettously film one. atother in bed 
when there is nothing else to photo- 


raph. 

Tho Imperial Hote! is a barrack- 
like structure run by a Greek. 
The food is Greck, plentiful and 
tasteless. The lounge is bare like 
a station waiting-room. Thoro are 
a notice-board and posters on the 


ket choirs and bare-footed Ethio- 
plan walters, dressed in dirty 
white, serving drinka. 

The Hotel de Europe Is mora 
clegant. It a a milo outside the 
town. It is the home of the my- 
stery men, and Is only frequented 


walls, and a billiard table and bas- 


by the nowspapormen whon thoy 
want hot baths or the mystery 
men, 

The Intter come to Addis Ababa 
on mysterlous orrands, with an air 
of grent secrecy ond self-Import- 
ance, They come to tout arma- 
ments or to obtain concessions: or 
for no reason at all. Thoy talk 
darkly in corners or big over 
drinks, * Thoy live in. an aroma of 
rumour and ‘speculation and dopart 
as mysteriously as they came. 


' Adventurers 
But tho hotel most characteristic 
of Addis Ababn is the Majestic. 


The Majestic is {n Ras Makonnen-! 


street, which fs not unlike the 
main street’ of .a Middle-Western 
town. The Majestic, unequal to 
its name, $s choap and nolsy: 

It is the ‘home of the adven- 
turers and the soldiers of fortune: 
the Europeans and Americans who 
have come to Addis. Ababa to cn~ 
list in the Ethibpian army or to 
get jobs as air pilots or to pick 
up.any such pickings as the war 
may bring forth. 

Finally, there are tho bars of the 
town, the two clegant ‘cincma 
houses, with bars attached, where 
the Armenians and the Grecks,. the 
Arabs and the Indians take you 
into corners: and recount to you, 
as sober fact, the most fascinating 
of state rumours. 

The natives of Addin Ababa 
swell the ranks of the camp fol- 
lowers, .Ench newspaperman and 
mystery man’ and soldier of for- 
tune has his retinue of servants 
and interpreters and hangers-on, 
of varying. reputability. Speaking 
the most broken versions of Eng- 
lsh and French aro servants too 
well-educated to dejgn , to brush 
your trousors, servants uneducated 
and unable to do so, interpreters 
from mission schools who read the 
Bible . all. day long, interpreters 
who are medical ‘students as well 
and continually leaving you in the 
lurch to attend an, important sur- 
gical ‘operation. - : : 

“Mata Hari” 

Of all the hangers-on who have 
come my way the most disreput- 
able, and tho one for whom I havo 
the greatest affection, Is Mata 
Har!. That is not his name. 

I call him Mata. Hari. because he 
has all the mannerisms of the 
traditional apy: the. alinking gait, 
the covert looks over the shoulder, 
the secrotive and almost inaudible 
tone of his communications behind 
a discreetly rfised hand. Mata 
Har! is an Arab, -' Ho’ wears ao 


filthy blue blazer, filthy grey flan-/, 


nel trousers, and a filthy orange 
turban which serves also as hand- 
kerehiof, duster, boot-rag, and 
general factotum. . 
Mata Hari Js the black sheep o 


[a onco respected family of Arab 


traders. Ho ‘is usually In prison. 
Every. penny of the salary I paid 
him os my Interpreter went to 
bribing or balling himself out 
again. « 

We would arrive at somo village 
in the evening. The next morning 
Mata Hari would appear with 
chains on his wriste and tho fur- 
tive, gleeful smile of ao naughty 
boy on his lips, requesting a weok’s 
salary in advance. The money 
would be paid, he would be free, 
and he would never complain at the 
dissipation of his wages in such a 
manner. Ho Js the least avaricious 
man I have ever met. -

FILIPINO PATRIOT | 
~ AND MARTYR 
Dr. Jose Rizal 


WHEN HONG KONG BECAME 
HIS ASYLUM 


IZAL Day, which is being ccle- 
brated to-day, for the con- 
venience of the local Filipino com- 
munity, instead of on December 80, 
commemorates the death of Jose 
Rizal, the Filipino patriot and 
martyr, who was shot on December 
80, 1896..- - : 

Rizal, a doctor by profession, 
was o brilliant scholar and a man 
of many parts, holding degrees in 
_Spain, France and Germany. 
Though himself a good Catholic, he 
fought for years against the 
domination of the priesthood, who 
held the government of the Philip- 
pines in the hollow, of their hands, 
carrying on tho ecclesiastical tradi- 
tion, already destroyed in Europe, 
of the sccular domination of the 
Church in Catholic countrics; and 
to its destruction in his own county 
Dr. Rizal devoted himaclf. 

A serics of brilliant articles In 
tho Spanish press soon attracted 
the attention of the ccclesinatical 
authorities and on his return to 
the Philippines Dr. Rizal was de- 
ported; on which ho came to Hong 
Kong, where he established his 
headquarters and where ho met the 
girl who was to be his wife for a 
few hours only, wedded and widow- 
ed in one day. 


Second Banishment 

Returning again’ to the Phillp- 
pines, Dr. Rizal’s whereabouts scon 
became known and he was very 
shortly in the | handa of 
the authorities, who’ banish- 
ed him to the Marlanne 
Qslands; but. once more he 
risked o secret return to his 
home. ‘This time his ecclesiastical 
. enomics were determined to get rid 
of him once for all. He was shot 
out of hand. (ofore the bullets of 
the Guardia Civil, however, atilled 
the heart of, this flery patriot he 
was allowed to marry the flancec

and ho’ made his last confession. to 
‘and received absolution at the 
hands of ~those whose - political 
dominance he had fought so

And so, just “because life tends 
to be.so hard, and because a man 
feels that if he docs not look after 
himaolf no one elac will; he fs prone 
to think more of the means of Jifo, 
ita solid comforts, than of Iifo it- 
self, So it comes about that, when 
we spenk of someone “getting on,” 
wo uaually mean that ho is making 
moncy and providing against the 
day when ‘he can rotire.  Inde- 
pendence in some parts means 
having enough money to be able 
to snap the fingera at the world and 
{ts chanciness; and this, is a pretty 
common catimate of success. 

On tho other side, consider the 
cases of men like St. Paul. The 
things men usually count for gain, 
he counted but loss for Christ. 
Francis of Assis} voluntarily wed- 
ded himself. to the Lady Poverty. 
For Francis Thompson, the 
achievement of verses waa ‘success. 
You cpn add cases of alt sorts from 
your own experience. What of 
the woman who alts up night after 
night with a sick neighbour? Of- 
fer her a money reward....! Or 
what of parents who deny them- 
aelven for their children’s educa- 
tion? : : 


A different ideal of success from 
that of merely getting on Ifes be- 
hind such enses. They are not 
merely making the best of n bad 
Job because they could not have 
some other form of success. 


“Success” Of War 


There are students of the history 
of civilisation who nssert that no- 


tions in the Jong run are destroyed; 


by war. Dean Inge has sald; “In 
the long run nothing fails like ill- 
gotten success; the wolf-nations 
have diced because they became in- 
toldrably wolfish. If we look far 
enough, there is 1 Nemesis upon 
national injustice.” 

The history of war has been too 
often that of envy, greed and rob- 
bery. Yet nationa . apparently 
achieve success by war. The Per- 
slans conquered much of the then- 
known world, Alexander re-con- 
quered it; the Romans conquered 
it In turn. Wealth rolled In for 
the. conqueror. Magnificient pa- 
laces and cities were built; he con- 
trolled the destinies of millions. 
Surely. this is success! Yet even 
to-day we are still asking, “Who 
won tho Inst War’? ond feeling 
that the country could not easily 
endure another such success. 


The parasite (ic. the creature 
who lives at the expense of others), 
stems*to have achieved .a glorious 
success: He does nothing for a 
living. There ts for him none of 
the sweat or tojl of life. He is 
independent. He has what we call 
a good time. Such Independence 
was won by Rome at one time for 
her citizens. A vast rabble was 
maintained by the State: rations 
of bread and oj] were served out 
to It every day. Tho very beggars 
amused themselves at the circus, oF 
basked on marble in the sun. 

Some parasites of the human 
body get their living like this, 
without work. , Surely here is suc- 
cess, They gain it, however, at 
the loas of even the power to feel: 
we are told that they have lost tho 
organs of sensation. Tho parasite 
adopts his atyle of Iffe not only at 
the peril of that on which he bat- 
tena, but at his own. Nothing 
more guroly marks the human 
parasite, for example; than ‘bore- 
dom. Anybody can bo o parasite 
but {t means he must inevitably 
forfeit joy. .Dodge work, dodge 
Ufa. . 


The Real Success ae 
The common ideas about success 
are being sovercly challenged all 
round us to-day. We are not #0 
ready to hail the profitcer, the man 
who makes n pot of money by get- 
ting in between tho people and 
thair food, the millfonaire, or the 
winner of the Derby Sweep, as 
true examples of success: wo ask 
whether success docs not consist 
in the number. of people who are 
helped py the moro fact of our Ufo 
and work; by the things wo create.

definite success. What we are watching js notWing les4,than the. 
beginning of control of foreign policy by public‘dpinion, and the 
emergence of a common conscience such as used to be embodied 
in the word “Christendom.” It is ‘bealde“the point to labour 
differences of opinion about even the most fundamental belicfs an 
indicating that the word is now without meaning. ‘It has at any 
rate a geographical ‘meaning which is easily understood. It 
remains the fact that there is 2 common civilisation’and a com- 
mon tradition, more particularly among the humble and poor, 
whith has often been but badly represented in official policies, 
which every now and then takes a new course for itself to the 
astonishment of those who confine their calculations to the gossip 
of the chanceries. 

This deep undertow has in the last few weeks-forced its way 
to the surface through every obstacle of etiquette and 
precedent, and. in the words of Signor, Mussolini himself, 
what he resented most was the public condemnation by 
Europe “on moral grounds.” That is the kernel of the whole 
position. People are tired of the principles of the new Machiavel- 
‘lianiam, which is mergly a democratic adaptation of old: methods 
of achieving ambitions in which they’ have no Interest, and for 
which they have to pay in life and limb as well as in wealth and 
happiness. The sudden outburst st .ok:the authority of both the 
British and the French Governments, in spite of recent votes of 
confidence, and intimated clearly that no amount of personal 
popularity would excuse failure to catry out tho popular will. 
This loss of authority has to be taken into account in our anti- 


Nobody wants to have o war with Italy, nor to see Italy 
financially wrecked, because she is one of the pillars on which 
Christendom as we know it must rest. But how is it possible to 
carry on a war which shows every sign of moving very slowly 
at a cost of £250,000 per diem? One of the signs of future events 
fs undoubtedly that the “financial sanction’ grows more impor- 
tant from day to day. Italy is compelled to live on her capital, 
because her trade has been barred from her best markets, if not 


from all... No amount of ‘economy can make a substitute for new i 


revenue, when the outgoings are so heavy. 

If, as scems to be the case, Italian receipts are failing off, 
the only alternative is to borrow, and that is wliere the financial 
sanction comes in.: It appears that none of the big banka at any, 
rate are inclined to take advantage of.the high rates of intereat 
offered. _ Whatever may be the “official rate” fixed by the Dicta- 
tor, the lira has no quotation in any of the great financial centres, 
and all payments have to be made in gold. A: gold reserve has 
value as a backing for commercial paper, but it is subject to the 
serlous disadvantage—which is. the very reason of its power as 
a reserve-—that it cannot be indefinitely increabed, and can ‘only 
be acquired by the less restricted paper at a rapidly rising par 
of exchange. , . on SS 

The “oil, coal, and iron” sanctions have been delayed to the

ed anew in-the professions of the

“On the basia of this evangeliath 
we give decisive support to the 
consolidation of the nation on the 
principles of blood and soll, the 
Germon character and history. 
For the sanic reason, however, we 
reject nny idolisation of the forces 
of naturo..

“We thorefore call on our Ger- 
man youth not to let themaclvos 
be misled by the confusion pre- 
vailing In ecclesiastical condl- 
tlons,. but to struggle to gain 
n personal Christian faith.

AND PASSIONS 


THE MIND REGARDED AS THE 
“EYES OF THE HEART” | 


( Glged rid ancients and moderns 
alike -have been wont to re- 
present the passions, feelings and 
affections of all kinds as allled 
with the heart. Almost all the 
graphic signs denoting such emo- 
tlons contain the pictographic 
character for heart; ndjoined as 
prefix or suffix. ‘It is even the only 
character among all those repre- 
senting internal organs which has 
a place in the written language as 
2 fundamental character or radi- 
eal. . Probably, In very ancient 
times, when the Chinese firat he- 
gan to depict ideas, tHe heart was 
the ‘only internal organ which had 
hitherto been an object of their 
thoughts. 
Mental Powers : 

Ti Is usual, too, for the Chinese 
to regard the mental powers as 
seated in the heart. The heart is 
the prince of the body, they say; 
thoughts proceed from it. Or the 
mind Is regarded os the eyes of 
the heart. “The eyes of your 
heart are blocked up.” a Chinese 
wil say, meaning to tell you, of 
course, that you are stupid. 

By extension, then, the radical 
heart is symbolic for mind and the 
mental states. The character for 
to, think, or to wish, {gs composed 
lof the radical heart, combined with 
the [deograph for the skull, 
cranium . or  fontanels. This 
character was n primitive picto- 
graphof the skull, representing the 
top view. It often appears as re- 
presenting the head in general, the 
brain. =oand — thought. Hence 
thought is the result of the head 
and the heart working together. 
Another ingenious character for 
thought combines the radical heart 
with the character for sound or 
epeech. “There is an agreement 
between the tongue and the heart,” 
says an old Chinese work. Such 
characters ns those for a flow of 
spirits, cheerful, mysterious, to 
bear patiently, ashamed, to con- 
alder or to reflect, all contain the 
radical heart reprosenting a mental 
state. - ie : : 
Mencius’ Teaching 
Mencius declared the heart to be

composed. “The sensation of the 
heart at the pain and distress of 
othera is the fundamental prin- 
elple of benevolence; {ts fecling of 
shame and distike fs the principle 
of righteousness: its sentiment of 
compliance and complaisance, the 
principle of rites and ceremony; 
and its fecting of what is right or 
wrong ts the principle of know- 
ledge.” Tho Sung scholara, the 
greatest’ in Chinese history, had 
similfar {deas. “The natural 
character is the principle of the 
heart, the passions are the motions 
of the character, and so the heart 
{a the ruler of the character and 
the passions. What we ¢all heart 
Is that which govorns the ‘charac- 
ter and the passions; this. means 
that when the heart Is unmoved, 
the principles of benevolence, 
righteousness, ceremony, and know- 
ledge together are present in it, 
but the parts of {t which are moved 
form the passions.” ‘Waving’ the 
heart’s banner,” is - just ‘ another 
way the Chinese have of saying 
that the animal passions © are 
aroused, These ideas we find am- 
ply illustrated in the’ written 
charactera. 
“Heart" As Radical 
There is, for instance, 
character for pleasure, joy, 
monious. In this, the 
heart {s combined with the picto- 
graph for the mouth and exhaled 
breath, i.e. the exulfing of the 
heart: for, in this case, the breath 
ia represented by a curved lino 
which the Chinese havo always as- 
sociated with song, joy, and things 
of an artistic nature. The charac- 
ter for alarmed, agitated, is form- 
ed of the radical heart and tho 
character for Iattice-work. The 
Shuo Wan Dictionary says that the 
character for  Jattice-work is 
ideographic for confusion: henco 
alarm {s born of the heart In con- 
fusion. The character for to hate, 
evil, bad, is made up of the radical 
heart and the character - for de- 
formity. So evil and the senti- 
ments of repulsion which it causes

In 
adopting this line of action T 
contravened the principle of 
subordination, 1 should have 
acted under ‘the instructions 
given me by my partner, and 
bid One Spade, relying on him 
entirely to take control. of the

whereas we missed a certain 
game in Spades, My partner's

A response of One No Trump 
on my hand might have given 
my partner the impression that, 
the hand was valueless, but 
this first {mpression, . even 
though it is inaccurate, cannot 
lead to any’ trouble.’ If your 
partner has doubled ‘an original 
bid of One Heart, he must’ be 
prepared for a One No Trump 
response, and, of course, holds 
a hand on which he can make 
some safe takeout bid. ¢ 

The principle of subordina- 
tion applies with equal force in 
situations where. you hold quite 
a good hand of which’ you can 
reply to your partner's double 
of an opening bid. You must 
immediately inform him of the 
fact that you have a good hand 
and not leave him guessing. 

For example, suppose the 
opening bid is One, Diamond, 
your partner doubles, and you 
hold the following’ hand:—
